Group IV, claim(s) 21-24, drawn to a valve assembly lor a two container dispensing 
device the assembly having a three-way valve and rotary ring groove and inlets and 
outlets . 

Group V, claim(s) 25, drawn to a method of conditioning and dispensing a mixture 
utilizing a device having side by side arrangement a closure.

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2. The inventions listed as Groups I through VII do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common feature of the groups are the use of a closure or valve structure in 
the context for dispensing. This common feature is not an advancement over the 
art as evidenced by the US patent 7,080936 valve structure 108, 1 16, 120 in a 
side by side container for dispensing. This common feature is found as not being 
an inventive concept over the art. Thus any alleged inventive features within 
each of the groups are found as not being in common to one another. The 
groups have been found as being not directed to the same singe general 
inventive concept.
